Another successful year has passed for the school hoc- 
key team even though a few changes were made on the 
team. With inexperienced players and players in new po- 
sitions the team started the year extremely successfully. 
They opened the season with a big win over George Har- 
vey, beating them 4-2, but then slumped to a 4-4 tie with 
the Leaside Lancers. The team then roared into first place 
with five straight victories starting with a 6-2 win over 
Runnymede; a 7-4 win over York Memorial; an 8-3 victory 
over George Harvey; a 4-3 squeaker over U.T.S. and final- 
ly a 12-3 romp over Runnymede. After flying through the 
first seven games and holding first place with a 6-0-1 record 
the Christmas holidays came which was the downfall of 
the team. After the holidays Mimico defeated Weston 
6-3, York Memorial got revenge with a 7-1 victory and 
East York humiliated the team 8-1. An exhibition game 
against Western Tech reorganized the team but they still 
lost 4-3. 

The team however finished second and played George 
Harvey in a two game total goal series. Harvey led 3-1 
after the first game but Weston won the second game 6-2 
and the series 8-5. Against East York the team played well 
but lost the opening game 5-2 and the second game 3-1 
and the series 8-3. That was the end of the season for the 
school team.

"From the moment the first athlete entered 
the stadium for the Opening Ceremony to the singing of 
the “Farewell Song” at the closing ceremony, an air of 
electricity prevailed throughout the Olympic, villages, and 
surrounding area. | found the beauty of the 800 young 
skaters at the Opening Ceremony releasing over 30,000 
balloons to the sadness of seeing the Sacred Olympic Fire 
gradually being extinguished at the closing ceremony a 
sight impossible to describe.

The official emblem for these games was divided into 
three part: “Hinomaru” Japan's National Flag, the “First 
Snow” in the middle, and the Olympic Emblem.

Martin Buber, to my mind, puts his finger on the 
spot when speaking of contemporary changes in educa- 
tion, he says: 

“The symbol of the funnel is in course 
of being exchanged for that of the pump." 

That is to say, whereas in the past facts were 
fed into pupils with little or no consideration for the 
pupils themselves; now the pupils are so highly regarded 
that they are expected to produce out of themselves 
motives, methods, and meanings, that will provide an 
internally-generated process of education. 

Stated in this way it is clear that neither method - 
neither that of the funnel nor that of the pump - can 
serve, of itself, as an effective instrument of education. 
And when one of the enthusiasts of modern laissez- 
faire education goes so far as to say that: (I quote) 

"School should be a great smorgäsbord of 
intellectual, artistic, creative and athletic 
activity from which each child could take 
whatsoever he wanted - or as little!” (unquote). 

I think he has been carried away with his own 
eloquence. He is guilty of shooting into his system too 
much of the romanticism of Jean Jacques Rousseau 
and too little of the realism of Hiroshima and the 
imminent ecological bankruptcy of Man's current 
technological madness. 

But back to earth. For five of our most impression- 
able years we have sought refreshment and satisfaction 
from the fountain of knowledge in this place.

But whatever changes the years may bring, the 
essentials of education are timeless. 

So let me express, as indeed | must, my own and 
my fellow student's appreciation of all that Weston 
Collegiate, both old and new, has been to us, and has 
given us, during these five years. 

Here we have sat at the feet of those wiser and 
better than ourselves. 

Here we have walked the corridors of power (for 
as Francis Bacon said years ago "Knowledge is Power”).

Here we have made friendships, among both stud- 
ents and staff, that will not wither but will grow stronger 
through the years.

We have been helped on our way by those teachers 
to who we have first of all been persons, and not just 
pupils providing a means of livelihood. We have been 
given the opportunity to better ourselves educationally 
and that is of prime importance. As in life itself, one 
gets out of education what one puts into it. Perhaps 
the best lesson we have learned in these 5 years is that 
education is a privilege and not a right. 

Finally, ! would speak a word directly to my 
fellow students. Tonight marks a plateau in our career. 
We have attained a goal. Let us have a little faith in, 
and hope for, the future. As we go on to attain our 
higher goals let us have the grace to remember those 
who have made it possible for us to get thus far; 
and realize we are free to go farther because they have 
brought us to this point. 

And as we go forward to those distant goals | 
wish each and every one of you every possible success 
in all you undertake.
